BRADY’S BAIL. 


The Star Route Ringstars in Court 
To-Day. 


President Arthur Returns to Washington 
—Political News—Bank Taxation. 


The Star Route Ring in Court. 
WASHINGTON, October 4.—Owing toa ru- 
mor that counsel for the defendant in the 
Star Route cases would this morning make a 
motion to quash the information filed against 
Gen. Brady and others there was a large 
number of lawyers and others presentin the 


Criminal Court rooms. The court having 
been called to order, Gen. Brady and Messrs. 
French, Turner and Brown entered, accom- 

anied by their counsel, Robert 
S. Ingersol], Jeremiah Wilson and Enoch 
Totten. The Government was represented by 
District Attorney Corkhill and William A. 
Cook,special assistant. The caper were 
opened by. Totten, who said he had found that 
a paper called an information had _ been re- 
cently filed against Gen. Brady and others, 
and he wished to enter a motion to quash that 
paper. He asked leave of the court ‘to file 
that motion and desired a day be fixed for its 


argument. Cook objected to the filing of the 
motion at present, for when 
the information had been filed 


it had been accompanied with the order 
of the court for the appearance of parties. 
Until they did appear and give security to 
answer they had no legal standing. Totten 
replied the parties were all present in court 
and ready to ask their bonds should be fixed. 
Judge Cox inquired whether counsel had 
any suggestions to offerastothe amount of 
bail. Cook said according to the informa: 
tion the amount of whichit was assumed 
the Government had been = defrauded 
was stated at $350,000. According to the act 
of Congress bail in cases of conspiracy.to de- 
fraud the Government was fixed at $10,000. 
He would suggest, however, thatin order to 
cover the possible costs bail should not be less 
than $15,000. Wilson suggested thatin fixing 
the amount of bail the court ouvht to ex- 
amine the pretended informer in order to 
learn the character of the allegation against 
the defendants. He instanced the averments 
against Turner and French, which consisted 
simplv of a charge of conspiracy 
and the making of ‘some calculations, 
and that upon such averments a bail of $1),- 
000 or 310,000 was a little more than the 
court ougbtto grant. What applied to those 
two gentiemen applied to all defendants. Tae 
whole gravamen of the case against Gen. 
Brady was that hé did not exercise a sound 
and judicious discretion in the discharge of 
his duties as Second Assistant Postmaster- 
General. There was nothing in tlhe infor- 
mation that he could see that 
would warrant the court in fixing 
a high amount of bail. Ingersoll, who 
appears for Brown, contended that the court 
should only tik the bail at a high enough 
amount tosecure the attendance ofthe de- 
fendants. Cook said the question ofthe 
character of the information was not now be- 
forethe court, but that whenit came toa 
question of evidence the Government expect- 
ed to produce adequate proof to sustain the 
information. Judge Cox did not think 
this was a case which would require 


any large amount of bail. He would 
examine the information to-night and fix 
bail to-morrow. When it was fixed he 


would determine upon a day to hear argu- 
ment on the motion to quash the information. 
It would probably be some time next week.

or other evidence of debt, thev are deposits

collaterals or not. But where a bank which 
by its character has authority to borrow 


money or a private banker 
goes into the market and ne- 
gotiates for and borrows money, to 


secure payment of which notes are given 
or bonds or stocks pledged, the money so 
obtained is not a deposit, and is not subject to 
taxation as such. Deposits made with 
a bank or banker and mixed with 
other funds of the bank, although rec2ived 
for special purposes, such as, for instance, 


to pay dividends or interest coupons,. or to 
provide for other paymenats are su' fect 
to taxation, but mT special deposit 


of monev held intact to be returned to the 
depositor is not subjectto taxation as a de- 
posit. Banks and bankers, when making up 
their returns for taxation, are not entitled 
to deduct from the balance of deposits 
shown upon their books the amounts of 
moneyin possession and not inve t:d, nor 
amounts of money redeposited with other 
banks or bankers.

TERRIBLE TRAGEDY. 


A Notorious Desperado Kills One Man 
and Mortally Wounds Another. 


LOUISVILLE, October 4 —A terrible tragedy 
oecurre’ in Jeffersonville at 11 o’clock last 
night, Ed. McDermott, a notorious character, 
killing John Keefe instantly and fatally 
wounding Barney McCardle. A reporter was 
at the scene of the tragedy soon after the oc- 
currence and learned the following particu- 
lars: Ed. McDermott went into Barney 
Dietz’s saloon and got into an altercation with 


one Fat: Duty. Dietz drove them 
from the Saloon, and the fight 
was continued outside. McDermott 


was drunk. Barney McCardle, aged twenty- 
two years. came along and endeavored to make 
peace. McDermott, without saying a word, 
stabbed MecCardle twice. in the left breast. 
Duffv, with whom McDermott was fighting, 
then knocked McDermott down. About this 
time John Keefe, a young man who lives in 
the neighborhood, came atong, and, seeing 
McDermott’s hat upon the ground, picked it 
up and was about to place it upon his head, 
when McDermott drewa large knifeand male 
a thrust at Keefe’s throat. The aim was 
cocd. The Knife stru:k the jugular vein. 
Keefe fell at the murderer’s feet and was 
soon acorpse. The police of Jeffersonville 
found McDermott upon the streets and took 
him to the station, but did not lock the door, 
and McDermott walked away. At12 o’clock, 
however, McDermott Was again arrested and 
lodged in jail. MeCardie cannot recover. 
McDermott lives near the prison, south, and 
is the son of A. McDermott, who shot his wife 
and baby andthen committed suicide a few 
years since. Ed. McDermott is one of the 
most desperate men in Jeffersonville. John 
Keefe was a worthy and respected young 
man. 


ALMOST A PANIC. 


Lyon’s Rumored Suspension Causes 
Corn to Break. 


CHICAGO, October 4.—There was almost a 
panic on ’Change to-day when it was noised 
about that John B. Lyon, who was reported 
toe short about eight million bushels of 
corn, had suspended. Lyon has for years 
been the heaviest shipper of corninthis mar- 


ket and sometimes almost the exclusive ship- 
per. He was” said to have _ been 
called for $1,000, 000 margins last 
night after business hours, and to have failed 
torespond. This fact, and the action of the 
Board of Directors fixing the marginal price 
of corn at 66 cents, broke the backbone of the 
corn market, and all other grains sold down 
insympathy. November corn sold down to 
10 from 75's, the closing price yesterday; De- 
cember sold down to 68%, a break of 53 
cents; October wheat sold from $1 42% down 
to $1 41, and November wheat from $1 463: 
down to $1 44%. Oats sold off two cents. At 
11:30 prices were still weak and declining, 
and it was thought that this fact might help 
Lyon to pull through.

Cablegrams From England, Ireland, 
France, Germany, Turkey, Tunis 
and Australia. 


France. 

PaRis, October 4.—Gen. Farre, Minister of 
War, has received telegrams confirming the 
report of the burning of a railway station at 
Wadzergha and the massacring of a number 
of employes, including several British sub- 
jects, by the insurgents in Tunis. The at- 
tack on the station was made by the Arabs 
who recently attacked Ali Bey. The station- 


master, an ex-Lieutenant in the French 
army,and a Chevalier of the Legion of Honor, 
was burned alive, andten employes, mostly 
Maltese and Italians, massacred. 

Roustan, the French Minister at Tunis, in- 

vited the English and Italian Consuls to 
assist at the official inquiry into the disaster. 
The English and Italian consular clerks, doc- 
tors,etc.,have accordingly gone to Wadzergha 
for that purpose. Six hundred French 
troops wentthere onthe 30th ult., but the 
Arabs disappeared long before their arrival. 
The massacre was undoubtedly caused by 
the wholesale destruction of olive forests, 
villages and vinevards which Gen. Sabatier 
considered necessary around Zaghovan. 
The Tunisian authorities are evidently try- 
ing to screen the Arabs accused of murder- 
ing the Maltese and Italians. No arrests 
et. ‘ 
; The Tebessacolumn of French troops bas 
already entered the regency and captured 
Gafsa after a seveae battle with the Djerid 
Arabs. Ali Bey bas sent a messenger stating 
he is not able to bold out any longer and de- 
manding a French escort to effect his retreat. 
It is rumored his position is critical, a mutiny 
naving broken out in his camp. 


England. 

LONDON, October 4.—Sir Stafford North- 
cote, speaking at Hull yesterday, said the 
Conservatives wished the land act to havea 
fairtrial. The condition of affairs was very 
unsatisfactory as regards the Boer Conven- 
tion and the Anglo-French commercial] 
treaty. With regard to ‘Fair Trade’’ he was 
not quite in favor of all the proposals made 
by his Conservative friends.

A BROKEN LIFE. 


Minnie Meyers Chooses the Morphine 
Road—A Sad Story. 


Minnie Meyers, a divorced young woman 
of humble circumstrnces, living with her ai- 
vorced sister at a miserable apartment in the 
rear of a tenement, 1021 North Twelfth street 
committed suicide by taking a _ dose, 
of morphine last evening. The 
unfortunate Woman has been in a very 


despondent condition of mind for some time 
past, and complained frequently that her lot 
in life had been a hard one. She returned to 
St. Louis with her sister from Memphis, 
about four months since, after an absence of

some years, and the two young women 
obtained work in a rag-picking 
store on Twelfth street. From 


the sister, who was watching by the corpse 
this morning, surrounded by acurious throng 
of tenement neighbors, a POST-DISPATCH 
reporter gathered the following statement: 
**My name is Lotta Meyers, and I live here 


with Mrs. Windhammer. My sister came 
home last night at 8 o’clock, and 
we were all sitting around, Mrs. 
Windhammer and her brother, Henry 


Bodenkamp, and myself. Minnie said that 
she wanted to bid us good-bye, for she was 
tired of life and had just taken 25 cents’ 
worth of morphine, which she said that 
she bad purchased without an order at the 
drugstore northwest corner of Franklin ave- 
nue and Thirteenth street. She died this 
morning at seven o’clock. Itis not the first 
time that she has tried to take her life. 
[In Memphis a few years aguv she made an 
attempt but could not get the morphine. 
When the vellow fever was raging in the 
South my sister caught it but recovered. She 
has never been the same woman since. Bill 
Striker. who works herein the type foundry 
got a divorce six years agofrom her. They 
could not get along well tozether, and after 
he gotthe divorce he took away the two 
children, and that grieved my sister very 
much. At few weeks ago my sister 
saw her former busband pass the house, and 
it affected herso much that she cried ang 
said: ‘Heis wearing thesame cout that" 
made for him.’ She was just tired of livime, 
and that caused herto do this. I havayy 
brother living on Sixteenth between Bid< 
and Carr, but he is a laboring man and cannot 
do much for us. We both had work, but 
earned very little, and I can not afford to pay 
funeral expenses.’”?

Constitution Adupted and Permanent 
Organization Effected. 


The adjourned meeting of the Farmers’ 
Congress assembled inthe gentlemen’s par- 
lor atthe Laclede Hotel at 10 o’clock this 
morning. Hon. John Walker occupied the, 
chair and Mr. McAfee was chosen secretary. 
Co!. T. Ss. Iludson, as chairman of the Com- 


mittee on Constitution and By-Laws, present- 
ed his report at this time, and its considera- 
tion Wastakenup.

ticn Of avricultural interests in the Union, with 
such sugyestions as he may deem necessary to 
promote them.

PINK-EYE. 


The Mortality Not so Large as Reported— 
Only Infiuenza. 


Pink-eye is still prevailing toa large extent 
among the horses of the city, but the percent- 
age of fatal cases continues very small. 


The greatest number of deatbs occur among 
horses which have recently been aes here. 
1 


Amon the stables in the neighborhood 
of Fifth and Carr streets the _ fatality 
has been somewhat large. At Maxwell’s 


the animals have succumbed in great numbers, 
it being reported that over fifty died last week. 
In the stables of the city the disease, although 
wide-spread, is much less virulent, 
and the number of deaths are small. The 
Transfer Company has had a large number of 
horses sick, but haslost onlytwo outof the 
number. In the United States Express stables, 
on Tenth street, near Clark avenue, the disease 
has taken strong hold. This morning seven- 
teen out of the forty horses were unable to 
work, and many of the others are ailing. In 
the Fire Department, over fifty-eight horses 


have been sick altogether, and 
out of that number onl one 
has yet died. Most of the horsesof the de- 


partment have been worked clear through the 
sickness, and with very slight evil effects. 
Atthe car stables the disease is very preva- 
lent, but not very tatal. The Market Street 
Line has not lost a horse yet, 
aithough the hospitalis full. At the Olive 
street stables there are several severe cases, 
but none which are looked upon as critical. A 
horse gave . out at the door of 
the Market street stables at noon, 
He was reported suffering from pink-eye, al- 
though he had none of the outward signs. At 
the Cass avenue stables a good many horses 
are ill, but all, save very few, are 
bein worked. The same is the case 
at other stables. Dr. Farrell, one of the most 
skillful among the veterinary surgeons, said 
that the disease was only influenza, and was 
not dangerous when properly treated. Influ- 
enza appeared in a different form nearly 
eve time it occurred. ‘*Pink-eye’’ 
was just a horseman’sname for the disease. 
It was nothing butinfluenza. Dr. Farrell had 
treated several hundred cases and had only one 
death. He has been engaged by the Fair Asso- 
ciation to make a daily visit to 
the horses on the grounds. He 
thinks that the disease has reached its 
climax and is on the decline. He never 
thoughtit serious or necessarily fatal. John 
McFall, of the River Rendering Company, 
tirought the reports exaggerated. Fifteen 
dead animals were removed to-day, and of 
that nuimber only three were pink eve vic- 
tims. The River Rendering Company has re- 
moved about fifteen horses a day in the last 
week, but not one-fifth of the number have 
died from the new disease.

The Veiled Prophets make their fourth ap 
pearancein St. Louis this evening, presenting 
for the delectation of the half million people 
who will throng the line of march a grand 
pageant on twenty-one floats, entitled ‘‘A 
Day-dream of Woodland Life.’’ The pageant 
will prove the most popular ever given. It is 
not as classical in the choice and treatment of 
the subjects illustrated as’ those which 
have preceded it, but there is more 
of stage effect, and it wil 
better please the public. The illumination of 
the line of march will be the most thorough 
ever known. Washington avenue and Fifth 
street will be rendered as light as day by elec§ 
tric lights suspended forty feetinthe air, and 
three to each block. The Washingtow avenue 
illumination extends from Third street tothe 
St. Louis Club-house. Fourth street, from 
Washington avenue to Chestnut, will be

NO. 1—THE VEILED PROPHET. 

The pageantis of course led by a heavy es- 
cort of mounted police, and then comes the 
Arabian escort of the Veiled Prophet, glori- 
ously attired in Moorish costume, and riding 
gaily caparisoned steeds. Seated upon a 
gleaming throne, clad in robes of silver white 
and covered with jewels which sparkle and 
flash in the fierce light that beats upon this 
throne is the great Veiled Prophet.

A red-whiskered and red-headed coxcomb is 
leading an orchestra composed of a grasshop- 
per playing the first and only violin, another 
grasshopper sawing ona pass fiddle, al7-year- 
old locust running a -pair of wooden and tin 
rattles and a bumblebee beating the drums. 
A chorus of gourds sing in the background. 

NO. 19—THE BALL. 

Under the leaves of a tobacco plant three 
butterflies, the pink, the violet and the aster 
are dancing. They hold a rope ot flowers be- 
ey them and merrily circle the shading 

NO. 20—SLEEP. 

A water lily is lving asleepina large, dark

NO, 21—FAIRYLAND. 

The queen of the fairies, Mab herself, in a 
toilet of gold and precious jewels, is riding up- 
on the back of a gorgeeus butterfly. Two tiny 
heralis in radiant costumes, and three 
elfin creatures in elegant raiment, go before. 
The scene is full of color, beauty and fra- 
grance. 

THE PROPHETS’ BALL. 


The carnival concludes with the grand ball 
and reception of the Prophets at the Chamber 
of Commerce. The beautiful hall has been 
most tastefully and expensively decorated 
with the flags of all nations and the banner of 
the Propnets, Upwards of 3,000 tickets have 
been issued. For the information of those 
having tickets, the Reception Committee, of 
which Mr. John G. Priest is chairman, has 
issued the following instructions: 

Doors will be open at 8:30p.m. Noone ad- 
mitted tothe building before that hour. 

Guests may enter atthe Fourth street, Pine 
street and Third street entrances.

An interval of thirty minutes will occur be 
tween thetime the Prophets enter the building 
and their grand entree in the hall in order that 
guests mey have ample time to arrive.

The Edwards Murder. 

Allen Green, alias McGuttin, alias Goffin, 
and Joseph Edwards, both colored, met at 
Third and Christy avenue about three weeks 
ago, und without any ado the latter shot and 
fatally wounded the former, who died last 
Saturday at the City Hospital. To-day Cor- 
oner Frank held an inquest on the murdered 


man. Edwards, who was arrested’ by 
some citizens a few moments after the shoot- 
ing, was present incharge of arwoflicer. The 
testimony of Alexander Lewis, an_ eye- 
witness, was as follows: Edwards called to 
Green, and drawing his revolver said, *‘ Now 
I’ve got you.’ The deceased said’*Fire away,’”’ 
and Edwards fired several times, wounding 
him. Some citizens ran up, and seizing FE 1- 
wards attempted to hang him to a lamp-post, 
when Officer Grismore arrived and took 
charge of the prisoner. Oneot the bullets 
from Edwards’ revolver struck an old lady in 
the shoulder, causing a prnful wound. 
Green was taken to the City Hospital, where 
he died last Saturday evening. Susan Cooke 
testified that both Green and Edwiris 
were at ber house in Clabber al'ey neir 
Franklin avenue when Edwards att:mpied 
to beata white girl named Jennie and was 
prevented by Green whokicked him ou? of 
the house. Edwards armed himself with a 
revolver and meeting Green on Third and 
Christv avenue fired at him with the above 
stated fatal result.

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BOARD OF AGRICULTURE. 


The Sale of School Lands and an Im- 
portant Resolution. 


At9 o’clock this morning the State Board | 


of Agriculture of Missouri met .1n the gen- 
tlemen’s parior of the Laclede Hotel and was 
called to order by Hon. John Walker. The 
chairman informally addressed the board, 
mentioning the meeting of the Farmers’ Con- 
gress now in session in this city, heartily in- 
dorsing the movement and recommending it 
to. the consideration of the individual 
members. He tben said that the especial 
topic to which he wished to call the attention 
of the board was the sale of certain agricul- 
tural lands granted by Congress to the use of 
schools in the State of Missouri. He had not 
such definite statistics as he would be glad to 
present, but be couid give such approximates 
as would answer the purposes of the present 
ease, There have been somewhere betweea 
15,000 and 20,000 acres of this land sold. Now 
itis matterof interest to the State Board of 
Agriculture how the proceeds of these sales 


are invested and the use made of 
these investments. Mr. Walker said that 
while he did not wish to 


censure apy one, it seems to him that there 
wus no one to properly represent the Sta’e 
Agricultural Coilege, and, therefore,he hoped 
that everv member of the Board would en- 
deavor tu inform himself as to the needs of 
the school, andtobe able to come forward 
enthusiastically toits support at the annual 
meeting in November. There are 640) acres 
belonging to the Agricultural College, and 
more monev is necessary to make it success- 
ful. Itisafactthat with the exception of 
barns for their work stock there are nv 
barns or tool houses on the farm. 
There are thousands of dollars 
arising from the sale of lands, but this has 
been largely devoted tothe use of the Uai- 
versity,and Agricultural College has suffered. 
Mr. Walker spoke of the condition of the 
farm, the good work accomplished with very 
little means, and set forth some of the vilu- 
able experiments which are made under the 
eves of the Professors bythe boys in the 
school. The address was very interesting. 
Prof.Swallow briefly addressed the board. Dr. 
Rh. D. Shannon then presented the follo ving 
resolution: Resolved, That a committee 
of three be appointed to re- 
port to the annuai meeting of the 
Board of Agriculture in Missouri the amount 
of endowments and resources of the Agricul- 
tural College, its investments, the. sources 
from which derived, the disposition of princi- 
pal and proceeds thereof under law, etc.; 
the relation of the Agricultural Coilege to 
the University andthe needs of the coilege. 
That the president of the board be the 
chairman of the committee. 

Messrs. Eshbaugh and Moore, of the State 
Board, were named as the other members of 
the committee, and the meeting adjourned.

He Won’t Give Those Names to the Pub- 
lic Yet—Oh, No! 

When the police raids fell thick and fast on 
R. C.Pate’s gambling-house, No. 12 North 
Fourth street, and the proprietor had put up 
over $100,000 for bail, he concluded to close, 
which he did several weeks ago. Since then 
he has sent out agents who have canvassed the 
central portion of the city with a petition 
drawn up by himself and addressed to 
the Board of Police Commissioners.

Many of them I know would have no objec- 
tion to having their names published, but 
there are some few who think it might inter- 
fere with their business and would not like 
it for this reason.” ; 

“What do you propose todo withthe pe- 
tition ?’’ 

“TI did address it to the Board 
of Police Commissioners, but the 
bave no authority now inthe matter and 
will change that and address it to the Lezis- 
Jature and probably presentit when that body 
next convenes. The law now in forceis ex- 
treme,and I will show this as the opinion of 
responsible citizens. If the matter was left to 
the vote ofthe people I know the law would 
be defeated. ’’ 

‘‘How many names have you secured?’’ 

‘‘About 4,000 in the districts between 


Washington avenue and Walnut 
and Kighth and Main streets, 
This I consider about four-fifths of the 


representative men in that district. Not 
more than haif a dozen have positively re- 
fused. Many had such objections as I men- 
tioned and would signif I urged. In some 
instances the firm has signed, in others, when 
some of the members were east during the 
summer, only one or two signed. All the 
signatures nearly are men doing business in 


that district. I have not circulated 
the petitions for some weeks = and 
will not make the names _ public 


until the meeting of the Legislature, and 
then only of those signsters who will consent. 
Since you have asked for it vou can have the 
names first as soon as'I offer it to the Gen- 
eral Assembly. ’”?

TO-NIGHT’S CARNIVAL. 


Decorations on the Street—Prepar- 
ing the Ball-Room, 


Everything Favorable But the Weather 
—Latest Decision of the Grand V. P. 


Along the line of march, everything is being 
neglected to-day but preparations for the 
Veiled Prophets’ parade. Fourth and Fifth 
streets Olive street and Washington avenue are 
profusely hung with banners. Atthe corner 
of Fourth and Washington avenue and from 
that point over to St. Charles huge flags are 
flung across the street, inscribed with the 
mysterious symbols and figures and welcom- 
ing the mysterious Prophets. ~ 

Tbe row of gas jets on both sides of Fourth 
street, from Washington avenue to Chestnut, 
is complete, the globes being dispersed at 
distances of a foot, and pyramids being erect- 
ed every fifteen feet. On Washington 
avenue and all along the route the same 
preparation is being everywhere made. 

THE ’CHANGE A BALL-ROOM, 

A large number of workmen have been busy 
all day decorating the hall of the Merchants’ 
Exchange for the pageant and ball to-night. 
Nothing will be spared to make the im- 
mense balleroom a thing of beauty. 
Around the hall from the railing ofthe balcony, 
large banners of yarious colors have been 
hung, joined together by festoons of flags and 
streamers of say colors. At short intervals 
along the railing six large shields and

twelve brazen eagles have been erected,'which . 


are piled around with flowers and ever- 
greens. Above the railing arches composed 
of flags are erected at intervals. Around the 
entire building a line of gas pipe has been 
run, and thirty-six large pyramid burners 
have been erected, which will throw a flood 
of light on the scene below. 

The lighting apparatus was tried last night 
and was found to be perfect in every detail. 
The president’s stand is one of the prettiest 
spotsin the chamber. Over the center a 


huge picture of a Veiled Prophet 
bas been set up, which is half 
hid with flags, ensigns and drapery. 


Twoimmense flags are stretched from the 
balcony clear to the floor on either side of the 
stand, and around these is a decoration of the 
same banners that ornament the upper por- 
tions of the hall. The floor of the stand is 


piled with evergreens, potted flowers 
and rare exotics which exhale 
a perfume that is exquisite. 


The fountain is almost hidden with ever- 
gcreens and flowers, andin the grotto thus 
formed singing birds will be placed. Over 
the main door a triumphal arch composed 


principally of flags is fast being put 
together. From each of the num- 
erous piliars of the hall 


cages of canaries will be hung, half concealed 
in artificial arbors. The upper parts of the 
ball are also appropriately decorated. As 
soon as the afternoon call was over the hall 
was cleared, and a dozen men wentto work 
waxing and preparing the floor.

Susan Cooke 
testified that both Green and Edwiris 
were at ber house in Clabber al'ey neir 
Franklin avenue when Edwards att:mpied 
to beata white girl named Jennie and was 
prevented by Green whokicked him ou of 
the house. Edwards armed. himself with a 
revolver and meeting Green on Third and 
Christv avenue fired at him with the a»ove 
stated fatal result.

The 
chairman informally addressed the board, 
mentioning the meeting of the Farmers’ Con- 
gress now in session in this city, heartily in- 
dorsing the movement and recommending it 
to’ the consideration of the individual 
members.

He had not 
such definite statistics as he would be vlad to 
present, but be couid give suca approximates 
as would answer the purposes of the present 
case, There hive been somewhere betwveea 
15,000 and 20,000 acres of this land sold. Now 
itis matterof interest to the State Board of 
Agriculture bow the proceeds of these sales 
invested and the use made of 


are < 
these investments. Mr. Walker said that 
while he did not wish to 


censure apy one, it seems to him that there 
wus no one to properly represent the Starve 
Agricultural College, and, therefore,he hoped 
that every member of the Board woul en- 
deavor tu inform himself as to the needs of 
the schoo}, andto be able to come forward 
enthusiastical'y toits support at the annual 
meeting in November. There are 640 acres 
pelonging to the Agricultural College, and 
more monev is necessary to make it success- 
ful. Itisafactthat with the exception of 
barns for their work stock there are no 
barns or tool houses on the farm. 
There are thousands of dollars 
arising from the sale of lands, but this has 
been largely devoted tothe use of the Uat- 
versity,and Agricultural College has suffered. 
Mr. Walker spoke of the condition of the 
farm, the good work accomplished with very 
little means, and set forth some of the vilu- 
able experiments which are made under the 
eves of the Professors bythe boys in the 
school. The address was very interesting. 
Prof.Swallow briefly addressed the board. Dr. 
Rk. D. Shannon then presented the follo Ving 


resolution: Resolved, That a committee 
of three be appointed to re- 
port to the annuai_ meeting. of the 


Board of Agriculture in Missouri the amount 
of endowments and resources of the Agricul- 
tural College,its investments, the sources 
from which derived, the disposition of princi- 
pal and proceeds thereof under law, etc.; 
the relation of the Agricultural Coilege to 
the University andthe needsof the coilege. 
That the president of the board be the 
chairman of the committee.

TO-NIGHT’S CARNIVAL. 


Decorations on the Street—Prepar- 
ing the Ball-Room., 


Everything Favorable But the Weather 
—-Latest Decision of the. Grand V. P. 


Along the line of march, everything is being 
neglected to-day but preparations for the 
Veiled Prophets’ parade. Fourth and Fifth 
streets Olive street and Washington avenue are 
profusely hung with banners. Atthe corner 
of Fourth and Washington avenue and from 
that point over to St. Charles huge flags are 
flung across the street, inscribed with the 
mysterious symbols and figures and welcon,- 
ing the mysterious Prophets. 

Tbe row of gas jets on both sides of Fourth 
street, from Washington avenue to Chestnut, 
is complete, the globes being dispersed at 
distances of a foot, and pyramids being erect- 
ed every fifteen feet. On Washington 
avenue and all along the route the same 
preparation is being everywhere made. 

THE ’CHANGE A BALL*=ROOM. 

A large number of workmen have been busy 
all day decorating the hall of the Merchants’ 
Exchanye for the pageant and ball to-night. 
Nothing will be spared to make the im- 
mense balleroom a thing of beauty. 
Around the hall,from the railing of the balcony, 
large banners of various colors have been 
hung, joined together by festoons of flags and 
streamers of say colors. At short intervals 
along the railing six large shields and 
twelve brazen eagles have been erected,'which 
are piled around with flowers and ever- 
greens. Above the railing arches composed 
of flags are erected at intervals. Around the 
entire building a line of gas pipe has been 
run, and thirty-six large pyramid burners 
have been erected, which will throw a flood 
of light on the scene below. 

The lighting apparatus was tried last night 
and was found to be perfect in every detail. 
The president’s stand is one of the prettiest 
spotsin the chamber. Over the center a 


huge picture of a Veiled Prophet 
has been set up, which is half 
hid with flags, ensigns and drapery. 


Twotimmense flags are stretched from the 
balcony clear to the floor on either side of the 
stand, and around these is a decoration of the 
same banners that ornament the upper por- 
tions of the hall. The floor of the stand is 


piled with evergreens, potted flowers 
and rare exotics which exhale 
a perfume that is exquisite. 


The fountain is almost hidden with ever- 
greens and flowers, andin the grotto thus 
formed singing birds will be placed. Over 
the main door a triumphal arch composed 


principally of tlags is fast being put 
-together. From each of the num- 
erous pillars of the hall 


cages of canaries will be hung, half concealed 
in artificial arbors. The upper parts of the 
ball are also appropriately decorated. As 
soon as the afternoon call was over the hall 
wus cleared, and a dozen men went to work 
waxing and preparing the floor.
